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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted: 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, 34-35, 37, 40 drawn to an embolization material. 

Group II, claim(s) 11-18, 38 drawn to an embolization material. 

Group III, claim(s) 19-33, 39 drawn to an embolization material. 

Group IV, claim(s) 36, 41, 44 drawn to an embolization method. 

Group V, claim(s) 42, drawn to an embolization method. 

Group VI, claim(s) 43, drawn to an embolization method. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of Groups I is an embolization material having a 
water-swelling ratio of 30% and being degradable in a phosphate buffered saline of 
37°C. The special technical feature of Group II is an embolization material which is 
composed of a water-insoluble polymer having a tensile modulus of elasticity of a film of 
1500 Mpa or less. The special technical feature of Group III is an embolization material 
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which contains a water-insoluble polyethylene glycol copolymer. Each method of 
Groups IV, V, and VI are drawn to injecting a solution containing the embolization 
material from Groups I, II, and III, respectively. Therefore, each method has a different 
special technical feature from each other. In addition, each method (Groups IV, V, VI) 
has a different special technical feature from the corresponding embolization material 
(Groups I, II, III). The special technical feature for each method include not only the 
corresponding embolization material, but also the process for selecting the site where 
embolization is to take place. 

Since Applicant's inventions do not contribute a special technical feature when 
viewed over the prior art they do not have a single general inventive concept and so 
lack unity of invention.
